Opposition to Prevent it. 

San Mateo Citizens Organize and 

Prepare for Large Damage Suit 

Before They are Hurt. 

Regardless of the fact that the whole 
of San Mateo County and the Board of 
Park Commissioners of San Francisco 
are combining against South San 
Francisco on the smelter question the 
work on that huge plant is still going 
ahead and within the past week new 
orders have arrived to change the plans 
and prepare for an increased capacity. 

It is quite evident that the smelter 
people know what they are doing and 
when approached only smile and take 
the whole tiling as a huge joke. They 
assert that they have not spoiled any 
property as yet and are willing to stand 
good for any damage that may arise 
| from the fumes. 

The latest combined efforts against 
the smelter is the San Mateo County 
Home Protection Association which 
organized in San Mateo last Saturday 
! for the purpose of notifying the smelter 
people that they would commence 
action upon the slightest evidence of 
damage by smelter fumes. Their 
action seems to be based upon the 
statement of Prof. Swain of Stanford 
j University who condems the smelter 
and its fumes. 

As a result of this meeting the 
following board of directors were 
elected:—Joseph 1). Grant, President:

The following resolution was passed 
by the Board of Park Commissioners 
of San Francisco at its last meeting: 

“Resolved, That the persons biding

writing that it is the sense of the Park 
Commissioners that no noxious or dele- 
j terious fumes or gases shall be per¬ 
mitted to be discharged from any somce 
into the air in such a way or manenr 
that any of such noxious or deieterous 
i gases or fumes shall reach or envelope 
any of the vegetation growing in any 
(•public park or square in the city or 
(countyof San Francisco, California, 

| and that the Park Commissioners will 
; take legal steps to prevent any of the 
i vegetation growing in any such public 
park, square or grounds under their 
jurisdiction being injured or destroyed 
i by any fumes or gases deleterious to 
! plant growth.”; 

With all of this opposition South 
' City is not the least bit worried as 
the people here have been assured 
I that there will be no fumes.

CALIFORNIA SHOULD BE 

BIG GROWER OF HEMP 


Chicagoan Declares Farmer of State 
Could Raise Finest Fiber 

i _ 

R. J. Shely of Chicago has establish¬ 
ed himself in San Francisco to interest 
the farmers of the state and local ! 
capitalist in the hemp industry. 
Shely represents a corporation which 
has a monopoly of a new hemp-; 
breaking machine and will in a few 
days entertain a party of Chicago 
capitalists who are to look over the 
field with the view of investing heavily 
in lands in the Sacramento Valley. 

Shely declined to name the men who 
will make up the party, but said that 
they were packers. He said: 

“So far as l know there are only 
about 400 acres in California now 
producing hemp, and these are mostly 
under water at Rio Vista at this time. 

I have investigated the California field 
particularly in the valley of Sacra¬ 
mento, and I find that there is no 
finer soil or climatic condition in the 
world for the production of liber. 

“The reason that we are interested in 
this section is that the small crops so 
far harvested have been of the very 
finest quanity. I believe that there 
are half inillon acres in the Sacramento 
region alone that can be profitably 
sown in hemp. 

“The fiber is now selling for $9.65 
to $10 a hundred. I figure that on 
500,000 acres the farmer of this state 
could raise enough to more than offset 
the imports of the fiber, which 
amounted last year to $24,000,000. 
California soil produces crops that 
will net $80 an acre, so it can readily 
be seen what a great field is open to 
some one.”—Colusa Sun.

The following from a paivate letter 
written by Senator Rerkins to George 
Matthews we reproduce from the 
Oroville Mecury:

On Monday, the members of the 
Board of Supervisors, with Prof. 

C. R. Marks, Wm. H. Hall and 
John A. Leonard, the three ex¬ 
perts chosen to make a preliminary 
survey and estimate ol the cost 
of constructing the roads under 
consideration in connection with 
the proposed bond issue, passed 
over Mission Road from the San 
Francisco county line to the Santa 
Clara county line. The length of 
the road is estimated at about 32 
miles. 

The experts will also view the 
route from San Mateo to Half 
Moon Bay and through Pescadero 
and other points around to Red¬ 
wood City. 

The incorporated towns of Red¬ 
wood City and San Mateo are 
raising the question of improving 
that portion of the proposed roads 
lying within the limits of said 
towns out of the proposed bond 
fund. As the mileage within said 
towns is comparatively insignifi¬ 
cant it matters little practically to 
the people whether such portion of 
said road is so improved or not. 
If the money is voted and can be 
legally applied to building roads 
within the limits of these incor¬ 
porated towns it is probable that 
the people of the county would not 
object. 

This question will not affect the 
success or defeat of the bonds to 
any great ext nit. The people who 
are to vote upon the bonds will 
have to be convinced of two things 
to secure their support of a half 
million bond issue. First that the 
estimates made are reliable and 
when a half million dollars or what 
other sum is deemed necessary is 
voted, that such sum of money will 
build and complete the proposed 
roads in a thoroughly first-class 
manner. Second, that the big 
load fund, when voted, shall every 
dollar of it, go into honest road 
construction. 

The 32 miles of road from Ocean 
View to the county line near Palo 
Alto is the most important 32 miles 
of highway in California. It is the 
only outlet for private wheeled 
vehicles out of San Francisco on 
this side of the bay. The terri¬ 
tory it passes through is growing 
in wealth and population more 
rapidly than any district of the 
same size in the State. 

A first-class road is of the ut¬ 
most importance to al,l the people 
of the peninsula towns. Such a| 
road will add more to the value 


of peninsula real estate than the 
ligitimate cost thereof invested in 
any other improvement. 

The success or defeat of the pro- j 
posed bonds depends chiefly upon 
the steps taken by the Board of 
Supervisors to guard against an 
unreliable estimate and the divi¬ 
sion of any portion of the fund 
when voted from road construction 
to pay either fancy salaries to 
favored superintendents or graft of 
any form or manner whatever.

COURT HOUSE PLANS 

ARE ACCEPTED 


At a meeting of the Board of Super¬ 
visors last Tuesday the plans of Glenn 
Allen were practically accepted for the 
rebuilding of the court house.

might be begun at once. 


Astronomer Finds New Sun Spot. 

New York, April 12.—Dr. S. A. 
Mitchell, instructor in astronomy at 
Columbia University, has discovered 
a new sun spot as large as that dis¬ 
covered by Professor Brasher of Alle¬ 
gheny. Violent atmospheric disturb¬ 
ances as a result of the spot are not 
expected.

TRAVELERS ON TRAIN FOR SE¬

Came in Contact With a Case of 
Smallpox on Train and Were 
Detained by Inspectors. 


Seattle, Wash., April 12—A carload 
of passengers on tne Gray’s Harbor 
train for Seattle was locked up in the 
local yards yesterday until a small¬ 
pox patient could be removed to the 
Pesthouse, and every one of the 
travelers could be vaccinated under 
the directions of the city health of¬ 
ficers. 

It was discovered by train officials 
that a smallpox patient was aboard 
the train before it reached Seat¬ 
tle, and the doors were immediately 
locked in the day coach in which he 
traveled. When the train pulled in¬ 
to the depot the Northern Pacific 
surgeon was summoned fnd the 
patient examined. The train crew s 
diagnosis was confirmed, and the city 
health officers were notified. They 
ordered the vaccination of all passen¬ 
gers that had come into contact with 
the smallpox patient, and also of the 
members of the train crew. 


Judge Starts a Savings Bank. 

Chicago, April 12.—A ‘‘savings 
bank annex.” as a branch of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Court presided over by Judge 
Cleland, was announced yesterday 
by the judge as an additional means 
of reform held out to unfortunates 
who come before him. 

Arrangements have been complet¬ 
ed whereby any person paroled by 
the court will have started for him 
a savings account in a Chicago bank, 
with a gift of $5 from the bank to 
Btart the account. The gift carries 
with it the condition that the person 
to whom it applies will not violate 
the parole and will deposit to his 
own account at least $2 each month. 


Lies on Rails and Is Run Over. 

Ottumwa, la,, April 12.—Binding 
a handkerchief over his eyes to hide 
the approaching Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy fast mail train, Oscar Ny- 
len of Canton, Ill., laid across the 
rails at Mount Pleasant and the train 
passed over him, severing the head 
from his body. 

Beside the suicide was a note, 
which read: 

‘‘To the World: I am not guilty of 
murder; I have never committed any 
murder; save my name.” 

Nylen is believed to have been a 
fugitive from justice.

Guire at Galesburg, Ill., March 16th. 


$15,000 For a Woman’s Col’ege. 

Los Angeles, Cal., April 12.— A 
resident of Los Angeles, whose name 
is withheld at his own request, has 
donated $16,000 for a woman’s col¬ 
lege at Foo Chow, China. The gift 
was announced at a meeting of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Church. An install¬ 
ment of $3,000 was paid down and 
the money was forwarded. It will be 
devoted to the erection and equip¬ 
ment of an administration building. 
A resident of Redlands has pledged 
$600 annually for the support of a 
mission worker near Pekin. 


Washington, April 12.—Admiral 
George Dewey and his wife are leav¬ 
ing the home in Rhode Island avenue 
presented to them by the contribu¬ 
tions of the American people, to live 
In future at 1601 K street, the home 
of Mrs. Dewey before her marriage. 

After her marriage to Admiral 
Dewey the K street house was leased 
first to the late Senator Alger, and 
l£ter to Secretary Hitchcock.

Decide on Proper Whisky Labeling. 

Washington, April 12.—The long- 
expected opinion of Attorney-General 
Bonaparte concerning the proper 
labeling of whisky under the pure 
food law, approved June 30, 1906, 
was made public at the 'V’i ite House 
yesterday. In brief it recommends: 

‘‘Straight whisky will be labeled 
as such. 

“A mixture of two or more 
straight whiskies will be labeled 
blended whisky, or whisaies. 

‘‘A mixture of straight whisky and 
alcohol, provided that there is a suf¬ 
ficient amount of straight whisky to 
make it a genuine, ‘mixture,’ will be 
labeled as compound of or compound 
with pure grain distillate. 

‘‘Imitation whisky will be labeled 
as such.” 

The President sends the opinion to 
the Secretary of Agriculture with a 
letter of approval.

Rescue Crew from Ship’s Rigging. 

New York, April 12.—A dispatch 
from Nassau, Bahamas, reports the 
rescue of the crew of ten men of the 
barkentine Trinidad after the crew 
had clung to the rigging of their 
slowly sinking ship for nearly six 
days. The men when saved were 
half-naked and almost dead from 
starvation and thirst. Several of the 
men were placed in a hospital. The

Albuquerque, N. M., April 12.—“If 

1 had to choose a thousand times 
over I would marry a Chinese rather 
than an American today. Chinese 
husbands are about perfect; they are 
not so domineering as American men, 
and they do not smoke, chew or 
swear— the three cardinal vices of 
American men. Chiqese are also 
moral— something that can be said 
of but few men in this country.” 

Mrs. Tong Wing Wong, until yes¬ 
terday Miss Callie Felber Stocks, a 

2 2 -year-old teacher of language of 
Los Angeles, made the above state¬ 
ment a few minutes after she became 
the bride of her Mongolian lover. 

Because the people of California 
look askance upon marriages be- 
I tween Chinamen and American girls 
and because no minister or justice of 
the peace on the Coast could be in¬ 
duced to perform such a ceremony, 
Tong Wing Wong, a doctor of Los 
Angeles, and Miss Stocks were forced 
to come all the way to Albuquerque 
to become man and wife. 

After securing the license. Dr. 
Wong and Miss Stocks started out to 
find a white minister who would 
consent to tie the knot, but in this 
they were disappointed. Every mem¬ 
ber of the cloth politely but firmly 
refused to perform the ceremony, de¬ 
spite Miss Stocks’ tearful pleadings. 
Finally a Justice of the Peace, who 
saw a good-sized fee in sight, agreed 
to speak the words that united the 
California girl to the Chinaman “for 
better or for worse.” 

Dr. Wong and his bride left on a 
honeymoon trip, and later will re¬ 
turn to California, where they expect 
to make their future home.

Will Finance Expedition in Order to 
Show the World That Argentine 
Is a Progressive Country. 


New Ycrk, April 12.—Phillipe Bev- 
fier, a wealthy cattle exporter of the 
Argentine Republic, who proposes to 
lead an expedition to the South Pole 
in the coming lall, starting from 
Buenos Ayres, has just arrived in 
this city to get suggestions from 
Peary, the Arctic explorer, and from 
Wellman and others, information re¬ 
lating to the Antarctic ocean from 
college professors and other sources. 

Don Bevrier, who has retired from 
active business with sufficient means 
to finance the polar undertaking, will 
go from Bueuos Ayres to Victorian 
Land, the most southern point 
known, and there make his head¬ 
quarters. He will store there enough 
f od to last the party two years. He 
already has 4 00 specially bred 
Esquimaux dogs and has engaged 
three young men who will graduate 
from the college of engineering in 
the University of Wisconsin. He 
says one of his motives for the expe¬ 
dition is to show the world that the 
Argentine Republic is progressive. 


WANTS TO BE HANGED. 


Man Surrenders to Sheriff and Tells, 
of Crime Committed in 1902. 

Los Angeles, Cal., April 12.—A 
man about 4 5 years of age, travel- 
stained and weary, claiming to be 
George W. Bundrick, appeared in the 
town of Downey, near Los Angeles, 
yesterday and surrendered himself 
into the custody of John Edmund- 
son there, asserting that he had 
killed John Shroder in Rains, Dooly 
county, Ga., in 1902. He said that 
he had been arrested in Georgia, 
tried, convicted and sentenced to 
hang, but had escaped from jail at 
night at Americus by overpowering 
his guards. He said he was weary 
of hiding himself and being pursued 
all over the country, and wanted to 
be taken back and hanged for his 
crime. 

The prisoner said his brother had 
been arrested once on suspicion of 
being the guilty man. 


Fruit Crop Will Be Fine, But Late. 

Sacramento, April 12.—The de¬ 
ciduous fruit crop of California will 
be better than it was last year but 
two weeks later. This is the opinion 
of former Lieutenant Governor Alden 
Anderson, who is one of the biggest 
fruit growers and shippers in the 
State. 

“It is too early yet to say posi¬ 
tively about the varieties of decidu¬ 
ous fruit, but as a whole the yield 
will be much better this year than 
last,” said Mr. Anderson last night, 
on returning from the Placer county 
fruit district. “Despite the storms 
and-floods this has turned out to be a 
very good fruit season. The Placer 
county district will be a hundred per 
cent better\.than last year. All de¬ 
ciduous fruits will be about two 
weeks later than usual. The floods 
did very little damage to fruit.”

EUCALYPTUS WOOD 
JSJALUABLE 

Eucalyptus trees are much more 
valuable than most people have 
imagined, according to a report made 
by goverment engineers who have 
been conducting tests of this timber j 
at the University of California. The 
blue gum wood compares favorably 
with such hard wood as hickory, when 
put to the test, and may be used for a 
variety of purposes where only a 
very hard timber is practicable. 

Loren E. Hunt and A. L. Helm 
have conducted tests of eucalyptus 
with the appartus available for such 
work on the campus. Helm is a 
reprenentative of the forest service 
department of the goverment. A 
bulletin issued by this department on 
the subject of ,the worth of blue gum 
as a timber declares that the wood 
compares favorable with such tough 
timber as black locus for the making 
of insulator pins, chisel and hammer 
handles, wagons tongues, axles, shafts 
andspokes. Thirty-year-old blue gum ! 
is harder and better than xxx hickory. 
Open piling is recommended after the 
wood is cut to get rid of the sap that 
abounds in the blue gum. 

The blue gum buelletin contains 
the declarations that a grove of 
eucalyptus trees can be cut every five 
years for fuel and is likely to be more 
profitable than the same amount of 
land sown to grain.
